At least one Hat Ii must be 
taken every week, something which In 
the case of the Russians alw ay* seems 
to lie a great and uncommon event.' 
After this Isolation Hie prisoners are 
brought into the camp. In case* of had 
behavior a change of camp* i* an efH-t 
melons menu* of punishment.

hospital* of the prison camps are fitted 
out according to the standard, and 
some of them are better t im ti some 
cantonal hospitals in Switzerland. 
"The officer*' prison camps are a ls o s 
fitted out strictly according to m ilitary 
regulation*. 
N aturally In their • a*« 
the prisoners are obliged to remain in 
the camps. 
Variety Is afforded by lit 
tie walks which they are allowed to , 
take a couple bf times a week. sc co rn 
panled by landsturm men. 
it is under­ 
standable that an officer in captivity 
suffer* more m entally than a common 
soldier. 
Iii Hie officer*' camp* some 
five or six officer* are quartered in a 
room. 
They drive tedium aw ay by 
mean* of music, reading and game*. 
Some al*o have little flower gardens.
